They use Zoom to connect all of the VEs to the applicants. The VEs are broken out into groups of 
3 and take one test taker at a time. Quite rigorous, validation of the remote applicant's test 
environment and computer setup. Apparently, the best place to take the test is in the bathroom .. 
fewer opportunities for cheating. The system is based on the HamStudy.org website/group.
